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Amendments to the Claims: 

1 . (Currently amended) A computer-readable medium encoded with a computer- 
readable first data structure, comprising: 

a first definition data field defining the first data structure as a first namespace, the first 
definition data field including a locally modifiable common name portion and a global unique 
identifier portion, wherein the common name portion is modifiable to provide localized naming 
of the first namespace when the first names p ace is imported into a second namespace, wherein 
locally associated with the first namespace and the unique identifier portion is maintained to 
identify the first namespace when importing the first name space into the second namesp ace 
gl o b a lly associated with tho first namoopaoo , wherein the common name portion being 
configured to locally identifies id&s^fy the first namespace in a human-readable manner, the 
unique identifier portion being configured to globally distinguishes d isWakb the first 
namespace from the second namespace other namespaces to allow the first namespace to be 
imported into the second namespace oth e r namcspaocs without a conflict associated with toe 
common name portion of the first namesp ac e and a common name p ortion nf a ^nH 
namespace common nrtmn pm -t in n 

2. (Previously presented) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 , wherein the 
first definition data field for the first namespace further comprises an element configured to 
indicate that the first namespace may be changed. 

3 . (Previously presented) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 , further 
comprising a computer-readable second data structure, comprising: 

a second definition data field (defining the second data structure as a second namespace; 

and 

an import data field including a local name declaration configured to identify the first 
data structure for import into the second data structure, the import data field configured to 
identify the first data structure by the common name portion and the unique identifier portion. 
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4. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 3 , wherein the second 
namespace further comprises an export data field including an atomic name by which at least a 
portion of the second namespace is published for use by other computer-executable components. 

5. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 3, wherein the import data 
field further comprises a local name declaration that assigns a local name to the first namespace 
within the scope of the second namespace. 

6. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 5, wherein a declaration made 
in the first namespace is accessible in the scope of the second namespace by reference to the 
local name assigned to the first namespace. 

7. (Previously presented) The computer-readable medium of claim 6, wherein a 
conflict between the common name portion associated with the first namespace and a declaration 
made in the second namespace is resolved with reference to the unique identifier portion. 

8. (Currently amended) A computer-readable medium having computer-executable 
components, comprising: 

a first namespace having a localized common name* aral a globally unique identifie r, and 
a plurality of declarati ons, wherein the localized common name is modifiable when the first 
namespace is imported into a second namesnace. wherein the globally unique identifier is 
maintained to identify the first namesna c e when the first namesnace is imported into a second 
namespace; the first namospaco including a plurality of doclarationo ; and 

a second namespace having an import declaration that causes the first namespace to be 
included within the scope of the second namespace, the import declaration defining a local name 
that identifies the first namespace by the localized common name and the globally unique 
identifier such that a declaration within the plurality of declarations in the first namespace is 
accessible in the scope of the second namespace by reference to the local name for the first 
namespace. 
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9. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 8, wherein the second 
namespace further comprises an export declaration that makes at least a portion of the first 
namespace available outside the second namespace in association with a second common name. 

1 0. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 8, further comprising a third 
namespace importing the second namespace and assigning to the second namespace a second 
local name such that the declaration within the plurality of declarations within the first 
namespace is accessible in the scope of the third namespace by reference to the second local 
name for the second namespace. 

1 1 . (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 0, wherein the third 
namespace forms a namespace hierarchy having the first namespace as a root and the second and 
third namespaces as importers. 

12. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 1, wherein the first 
namespace incorporates a legacy namespace and makes available any declarations within the 
legacy namespace as elements of the first namespace. 

1 3 . (Currently amended) A computer system that uses namespaces, comprising: 

a first namespace having a first common name, and a globally u nique identifier, and the 
fi rst namespace moulding a plurality of declarations , wherein the fi rst common name is 
modifiable when the first namespace is i mported intn a second namespace, wherein the globally 
unique identifier is maintained to identi fy the first namespace when the first namespa^ 
imported into a second namespace : and 

a second namespace having an import declaration that causes the first namespace to be 
included within the scope of the second namespace, the import declaration defining a second 
common name that identifies the first namespace by the first common name and the globally 
unique identifier such that a declaration within the plurality of declarations in the first namespace 
is accessible in the scope of the second namespace by reference to the second common name for 
the first namespace. 
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14. (Original) The computer system of claim 13, wherein the second namespace 
further comprises an export declaration that makes at least a portion of the first namespace 
available outside the second namespace in association with a second common name. 

1 5. (Previously presented) The computer system of claim 1 3, further comprising a 
third namespace importing the second namespace and assigning to the second namespace a third 
local name such that the declaration within the plurality of declarations within the first 
namespace is accessible in the scope of the third namespace by reference to the third local name 
for the second namespace. 

1 6. (Original) The computer system of claim 15, wherein the third namespace forms a 
namespace hierarchy having the first namespace as a root and the second and third namespaces 
as leaves. 

17. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 6, wherein the first namespace 
incorporates a legacy namespace and makes available any declarations within the legacy 
namespace as elements of the first namespace. 

18. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for allowing a namespace 
to be made available to a second namesp a ce without creating name collisions with the second 
namespace during a build pr ocess and at run-time while providing readable names within the 
first and second namesp ar.es rr^tinp n aamespaee , the method comprising: 

declaring a first namespace with a globally unique namespace identifier, wherein the 
globally unique identifier is maintained to i dentify the first namespace when imp orti ng the first 
namespace into a second namesnaeer the firrt ^nmnpnnn ir,^,^ n fir n in C nl i rc d c ommon 
namo and a plurality of declarations; 

declaring the first namespace with a first localized common name and a p lurality nf 
declarations, wherein the first localized name is modifiable to provide Iodized naming of the 
first namespace in the second namespace when rti* fW na m espace is imp orted into the ser^nH 
namespace: 
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importing the first namespace into a the second namespace, wherein the globally unique 
namespace identifier is maintained to identify the first namespace and the plurality of 
declarations, wherein t he first localized common name is modified to a s econd lnrali^H 
common name; using the g l obally unique namespace identifier and a aocond looafocd common 
nam e ; 

referring to the second localized nnm mon name within the second namespace: 
identifying th e first namespace from the globally unique identifier: and 
accessing a declaration within the plurality of declarations in the first namespace within 
the scope of the second namespace by reference to the second localized common name. 

1 9. (Previously presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 8, wherein 
the second localized common name for the first namespace comprises the first localized common 
name. 

20. (Previously presented) The crorrouter-impleniented method of claim 1 8, wherein 
the second localized common name for the first namespace comprises an alias assigned to the 
first namespace. 
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
